We  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  three  concrete  culverts  built 
on  the  State  Road  this  year  and  hope  all  who  have  an  oppor- 
tunity will  examine  them .  We  consider  these  culverts  the  best, 
and,  in  the  end,  the  cheapest,  that  can  be  put  in,  and  recom- 
mend their  adoption  whenever  and  whereever  circumstances 
will  admit. 

INDICTED  ROADS. 

At  the  term  of  the  S.  J.  Court  held  in  Belfast  in  Sept.  1911 
an  indictment  was  found  by  the  Grand  Jury  on  account  of  the 
condition  of  two  roads  in  our  town  described  as  follows: 

"A  highway  leading  from  the  residence  of  W.  P.  Nealey  in 
the  Town  of  Winterport  and  extending  in  a  westerly  direction 
to  the  Monroe  town  line  it  being  the  road  leading  from  White's 
Corner  so  called  to  the  town  of  Dixmont." 

"A  highway  leading  from  residence  of  Albert  Conant  in  said 
Winterport  and  extending  in  a  northwesterly  direction  to  the 
Newburgh  cown  line,  known  and  commonly  called  the  New 
Road." 


Action  in  the  case  was  suspended  by  the  Court  and  an  op- 
portunity given  the  town  to  put  them  in  proper  condition. 

Under  these  conditions  it  was  evident  that  no  half  way  work 
would  answer,  but  that  the  roads  must  be  put  in  good  repair. 
SI, 000. 00  had  been  raised  by  the  town  for  the  purpose,  but 
before  the  work  was  begun  it  was  realized  that  this  amount 
would  probably  be  wholly  insufficient,  it  proved  to  be  an  even 
more  expensive  job  than  anyone  had  anticipated. 

The  work  on  the  Monroe  road  was  under  the  supervision  of 
Walter  S.  Clark,  Commissioner,  but  on  the  New  burgh  road  the 
lack  of  time  in  which  to  complete  it  compelled  us  to  employ 
both  Commissioners  with  their  crews  of  men  and  teams. 

The  length  of  the  xMonroe  road  is  about  a  mile;  that  of  the 
Newburgh  road  is  a  little  over  two  miles.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S 
REPORT 


To  the  superintending  school  committe  and  citizens  of 
Winterport: 

I  submit  a  report  of  the  schools  for  the  year  191 2-13. 
The  schools  were  under  the  supervision  of  Supt.  Martin 
during  the  spring.  July  1st  I  assumed  the  duties  of  super- 
intendent since  which  time  it  has  been,  constantly,  my  aim 
to  make  the  schools  highly  efficient.  With  one  exception 
the  teachers  have  had  considerable  experience  in  teaching, 
or  excellent  training  for  the  work,  or  both,  and  the  schools 
have  been  very  profitable. 

The  average  pay  per  week  for  the  past  year  is  a  little 
more  than  for  the  year  previous,  but  I  think  the  quality 
and  amount  of  work  done  justifies  the  extra  outlay. 

As  the  results  obtained  from  the  employment  of  trained 
or  experienced  teachers  is  far  superior  to  those  obtained  by 
employing  untrained  or  inexperienced  teachers,  the  time 
has  come  when  we  should  demand  that  the  would-be  teach- 
er fit  herself  for  the  work  by  taking  a  training  course 
before  trying  to  teach,  instead  of  getting  her  training  at 
the  expense  of  the  children  under  her  care.  Since  the  law 
obliges  our  children  to  be  in  school  every  day  in  the  school 
year,  the  children  themselves  have  a  right  to  demand  that 
they  be  given  the  best  instruction;  and  we,  whose  business 
it  is  to  provide  that  instruction,  are  by  duty  bound  to  see 
that  they  obtain  it. 

This  is  not  done  when  we  pro  vide  untrained  or  inexperi- 
enced teachers.  The  time  has  passed  when  a  girl  with 
a  common  school  education  or  even  a  high  school  educa- 
tion can  do  the  work  that  should  be  required  in  every 
school. 

ATTENDANCE. 
While  the  attendance  has  been  fair  during  the  past  year 
I  wish  to  urgit  upon  the  parents  the  necessity  of  better  at- 
tendance, on  the  part  of  a  few  in  nearly  every  school.,  for 
the  fu  ure. 
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Legally,  every  scholar  shall  be  in  school  every  day  that 
the  school  is  in  session,  unless  ill,  and  morally,  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  citizen  to  see  to  it  that  every  child  of  school 
age  is  in  school  every  day  of  the  school  year. 

SCHOLARSHIP. 

The  scholarship  of  our  children  probably  ranks  well 
with  the  scholarship  of  the  children  of  neighboring  towns, 
yet  it  may  be,  and  should  be  considerably  advanced  beyond 
its  present  standing.  This  may  be  done  by  a  closer  co-op- 
eration among  parents,  teachers  and  children. 

One  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to  progress  in  the  higher 
grades  is  a  lack  of  thorough  preparation  in  the  funda- 
mentals while  in  the  lower  grades.  This  is  not  the  fault 
of  the  teachers  alone,  but  of  the  school  officials,  teachers, 
and  parents. 

REPAIRS. 

The  school  house  in  the  upper  village  is  in  rather  bad' 
condition  owing  to  the  action  of  frost  or  to  the  building 
having  settled.     I  am  unable  to  say  just  what  should  be 
done  to  it. 

The  high  school  room  needs  a  new  floor,  the  walls 
should  be  painted,  and  the  ceiling  whitened.  The  recita- 
tion room  should  be  given  general  repairs. 

What  the  town  really  needs  is  a  new  up-to-date  school 
building  with  up-to-date  systems  of  lighting,  heating, 
ventilating,  etc.,  one  that  will  accommodate  all  of  the 
children  in  the  village. 

The  Whittier  school  room  was  given  new  desks  during 
the  past  year. 

I  wish  to  urge  that  some  other  school  rooms  be  given 
new  desks  during  the  present  year,  that  new  hard  wood 
floors  be  laid  in,  at  least,  two  rooms,  and  that  two  or  three 
school  houses  be  painted,  I  would  also  suggest  that  the 
foundation  of  the  schoolhouses  be  repaired  in  such  a  way 
as  to  make  them  tight  when  the  windows  (that  should  be 
put  in  for  summer  airing)  are  closed. 

This  would  give  the  buildings  a  neater  appearance,  and 
do  away  with  the  necessity  of  banking  them  every  fall. 
CONVEYANCE 

The  matter  of  conveyance  of  pupils  has  been  admirably 
cared  for  by  the  school  committee  during  the  past  year, 
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and  I  trust  will  be  equally  as  well  eared  for  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  town  owns  three  good  covered  wagons  which  are 
used  on  the  three  routes  of  conveyance. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  high  school  is  doing  its  usual  excellent  work  with 
an  average  attendance,  in  the  spring  of  26.11,  in  the  fall 
25.73,  and  the  attendance  for  the  winter  term  will  be  as 
high. 

While,  perhaps  not  so  many  of  our  young  people  take 
advantage  of  this  school  privilege  of  should,  the  attend- 
ance certainly  warrants  high  standard 

During  the  past  year  some  work  in  book-keeping  has 
been  added.  The  course  should  be  modified  or  new  ones 
added  to  more  directly  meet  the  needs  of  some  of  the  pupils. 

The  question  of  an  agricultural  course  is  being  agitated 
and  will  be  presented  to  the  superintending  school  com- 
mittee for  their  consideration  at  their  next  meeting. 

"Show  me  a  business  college  proprietor  who  does  not 
honestly  believe  that  a  high  school  course  is  desirable  as 
a  foundation  for  a  business  education  and  I  will  show  you 
a  man  who  is  shortsighted,  to  say  the  least. 

The  high  school  is  best  adapted  to  lay  the  foundation 
upon  which  the  business  college  builds  the  structure.  I 
believe  that  the  honest  business  college  proprietor  should 
do  his  best  to  encourage  high  school  attendance  because  it 
will  enable  him  to  turn  out  better  graduates. "  F  L.  Shaw, 
Shaw's  Business  College. 

A  period  of  decided  changes  in  ideas  of  educational  meth- 
ods is  upon  us,  and  the  application  of  these  changes  to  the 
choice  and  needs  of  the  individual  scholar  is  to  follow. 

The  school  is  to  become  more  and  more  a  place  to  work, 
a  place  in  which  the  child  will  be  taught  to  do  things,  and 
his  childish  activities  will  be  so  directed  that  they  will 
count  as  a  part  of  his  training  for  life. 

In  closing  1  wish  to  thank  all  who  in  any  way  have  con- 
tributed to  the  success  of  the  school
